T he common mode of placing 
loam or any kind of soil next to tba board* 
ing or sides of a house is objectionable, 
a* it lauds to rot the building while it ie 
not half so effectual against the frost as 
some lighter matter. 
Saw dust, tanbark, chips, shavings, and 
other light matter of this kind, ara more 
affectual in keeping out froat than any more 
solid material. 
Farm ers who may have straw or poor 
hay to spare, will find it much cheaper to 
make use of these for banking, for the 
labor is much lass in the application aud 
in the removal than when other m atter of a 
loamy character ia used. 


Ba K in o t o tu b S t o c k .— It is much 
leas labor to take care of animals that are 
docile aud quiet, thau those that ar* un­ 
easy anil fractious.

T he principle, if successful with waler 
craft, is capable of application lo nearly 
all machinery now driven Ivy steam 
AI ilia, 
factories, and railway locomotive» may 
employ it. 
The discovery, and rapid ex­ 
tension and employment of the m agnetic 
telegraph, are not more remarkable than 
this will be if its practical working should 
correspond with the now sanguine hopes 
of Mr. Ericsson aud the friends who are 
furnishing hun with the means. 
T he principle involved i i i the construc­ 
tion of the caloric engine is the employ 
ment of heated air, lo the exclusion of 
furnaces, boilers, and the troublesome et 
cetera» of the steam engine. 
T he engine 
entwists of two cylinders, the lower being 
of much greater diameter than the lipper. 
Tho upper is called the supply, the lower, 
the working cylinder. 
In each cylinder is 
fitted a piston, correspond tug to the diam­ 
eter, but so arranged (bat the operations 
are made simultaneously. 
At tile base of 
th# lower or working cylinder, s fire is 
applied, aud the machine is at once «cl i i i 
motion. 
T he piston it» ^le lipper cylin­ 
der deceuds, a aerie» of valves placed

the top are ojiened, and lim cylinder is 
filled with cold air. 
As lh*- piston rises, 
these valve* close, and «he air within, un­ 
able ti» escape, passes through another set 
of valves into a receiver, whence it again 
passe» into tim working cylinder through 
an apparatus called the regenerator, which 
ia form ed of a «erie* of w ire-nettinga, 
placed side Ivy side, and about twelve inch­ 
es in 1 tm.Wuc.fta. 
T ile air, 
In 
p a ssin g 
through (ha mealies of this contrivance, 
takes up a large amount of heat, say 450 
deg. 
In passing hi the working cylinder, 
it receives an additional amount of caloric, 
•ay JO «leg. 


At ilia tem perature of 4H0 deg die vol­ 
ume of air is doubted by expansion, and 
in the effort to find s vent, performs the 
work demanded of it by the engine. 
In 
other words, it is the expausmn of healed 
air, i i i places of the vapor of water, or 
•team, that produces the essential propell­ 
ing power, 
T he «drainages to be derired 
from this improvement, should it prore cf- 
feciive, are loo obvious lo call for argu­ 
ment. 
Most important of til, it is claimed 
that I here can he no danger of explosions, 
aud very little chance lur (ire on ship 
board. 
Tile saving in room is very con­ 
siderable, and die ganger of leakage from 
placing die hed-plale holla through the 
bottom of the vessel, is entirely obviated. 
T he bedplates are firmly bolted to the 
flooring of the ship, aud constitutes a safe 
and durable iron coating, winch seems to 
bid defiance to the ordinary danger of (lie 
steamships. 


It is not expected dial a slop thus pro­ 
pelled 
will make the rnyage to Europe
